CHARLES F. M’MULLIN 
S E M LY WOUNDED 


Nothing in recent years has caus­ 
ed such ex citement and Teg ret in this 
community as the shooting of Chas. 
F. McMullin, Friday morning, at one 
of his farms near La Valle in Stod­ 
dard County tyy Frank Riley who was 
living on the farm. 
Many stories have been going the 
rounds and The Standard 
will give 
the facts as near as can be ascertain­ 
ed. 
Much rain has fallen on 
this 
farm and one field of corn had 
not 
been gathered and it 
was suggested 
by McMullin that 
a good 
way to 
gather this field of corn was with 
hogs. 
Riley stated that he had 
no 
money to buy the hogs, so McMullin 
bought the hogs and 
turned 
them 
over to Riley at the weights purchas­ 
ed and the gain on the hogs would be 
their profit. In some way Riley be­ 
came offended and refused to pump 
water for these hogs, which came to 
th© ears of McMullin Avho sent a man 
to the field to p^mp water for the 
hogs. 
This man was 
ordered from 
the place by Riley and told not to re­ 
turn. This condition was reported to 
McMullin and early Friday morning 
he and Robert Miner, his riding boss, 
went down to the La Valle farm to 
see after the hogs and 
load out 
a 
bunch of cattle. While they were at 
the pump Riley appeared with a shot 
gun, which he started to load, after 
loading fired one shot hurriedly in the 
direction of McMullin, but 
the load 
going into the ground. 
It was then 
that McMullin drew a revolver and 
fired five times at Riley, three 
of 
them tak ing effect. 
The second time 
Riley fired at McMullin from thirty 
feet, tak ing deliberate aim, the entire 
load strik ing him a glancing lick in 
the side. 
Me Mullin’« pistol 
was empty and 
his car wn« on the opposite side 
of 
the 
house and outbuildings 
from 
where the shooting took place, and as 
Riley went into the house to reload 
his shot gun, Miner persuaded Mc­ 
Mullin to continue to retreat into 
r 
corn field near by. 
As they retreat­ 
ed, Riley appeared 
anil 
took 
two 
more shots at McMullin, who 
had 
faced about, one single shot from the 
fourth load hit McMullin in the fore­ 
head. 
McMullin and Miner climbed 
a fence into the corn field and walk ed 
three-fourths of 
a mik * 
toward 
a 
farm house, when they came to a 
wagon being loaded with com, which 
hauled him another quarter of a mile 
to the home of Fred Smith, formerly 
of Sik ewton. 
Fred was sent back to 
the Riley place to get the McMullin 
car in which to go for a doctor. W hen 
he appeared at the Riley house, Riley 
met him with a shot gun, told him not 
to touch the car and not to leave the 
place. 
In the meantime, the father- 
in-law of Smith arrived and seeing 
Mr, McMullin’« condition, put him in 
his car and brought him to Sik esten. 
In the meantime Riley had sent for 
two of his broth« » « who lived nearby, 
who appeared on the road 
as 
the 
com wagon passed, who offered no in­ 
terference, but later did considerable 
talk ing at the house where Mr. Mc­ 
Mullin sought refuge. 
Dr. Presnell was called to the Mc­ 
Mullin home to render medical 
aid 
and at once sent for Dr. Grinstead of 
Cairo, who was found at Charleston. 
After giving first aid an ambulance 
from Cairo carried Mr. McMullin to 
S t Mary's Hospital, where he was 
put on the operating table. 
It was 
found that the load of shot had scat­ 
tered but little and was in a mix ture 
of his clothes, his watch break ing the 
forc$. The ring and 
catch of his 
watch, gun wads and pieces of cloth- 
irtg were tak en from the wound. At 
the ex amination here in Sik eston it 
was feared his liver, intestines anti 
k idney was pierced, but the surgical 
ex amination showed (that none of the 
shot had entered the abdominal cav­ 
ity. 
The compact of the shot caus­ 
ed considerable shock , but 
Mr. Mc­ 
Mullin has been 
in 
such 
splendid 
health, that it is hoped and believed 
he will soon come around. 
One of the shots from the McMul- 
lin revolver hit Riley on the aide of 
the face coming out below 
the ear, 
another went through the s de of the 
neck and out at the back 
and 


stills, but has escaped the peniten­ 
tiary. 
At 9 :00 o’clock 
Monday 
morning 
Dr. Edgar White talk ed with 
Mrs. 
I McMullin ait the hospital and she re- 
[ported Mr. McMultin’s condition 
as 
being favorable. 
The chart k ept by 
the nurse showed that he had little or 
no temperature, that his k idneys and 
bowels were acting normal. 
Riley was placed under arrest 
at 
his home soon after the shooting, but 
the attending physician advised that 
he be not moved from his home at 
that time.

Among other things that Sik eston 
can now boast of is a supply of pure 
drink irvg w'ater and in endless quan- 
t ties. The contractor for sink ing the 
well has sunk a 12-inch casing down 
for 50 feet ami below’ that a 10-inch 
[casing down the balance of the way 
i to a depth of 412 feet and in 
this 
, pipe stands pure water to 13 feet of 
the top. 
After six hfiurs 
pumping 
Thursday morning, the 
water 
had 
cleared up sufficiently to give it 
a 
taste for being soft, free» of iron and 
other distasteful properties. The wa­ 
ter now in the city water mains will 
mak e little or no lather and look s 
lik e a scum, while the flow of watei 
in the new well 
lathers 
splendid.v 
and the lather floats 
to the top of 
the vessel instead of adhering to the 
aides. 
Soap bubbles 
can 
be blown 
with the new water and cannot 
la- 
blown with the water now in us. The 
water in the new well is fine to drink , 
has a pure sweet taste, and no dis­ 
agreeable odor. 
Samples will he delivered 
to 
the 
City Council for test, 
after 
which 
but a few days will be required 
to 
connect the pipes from the new well 
and the city given a guaranteed pure 
product. 
The contractor estimates that the 
new’ w’ell alone can furnish 1000 gal­ 
lons per minute in a 24-hour 
test, 
which should be sufficient for ye*r- 
to come. 
John Young, 
president 
of 
the 
C hamber of Commerce, who has been 
the r- ime mover in getting this well, 
has visited the pumping station near­ 
ly every day while the well was be­ 
ing sunk , and feeds highly elated ovei 
the, success of the project. 
He says 
it will be some time after the new 
well is connected with the tank and 
mains before 
the 
public 
can tell 
much difference for the reason that 
it will tak e time for 
the 
sediment 
from the iron water to get out of the 
mains and water pipes. 
Those interested are welcome 
to 
visit the well as it stands and get a 
sample of the water in order to give 
£t a test. 
The associates of Mr. Young, who 
put up the money to give us 
pure 
water should be given due credit 
f or 
the splendid gift. 


Owing to the fact that there has 
been several representative men and 
citizen» in my office to get the fact- 
of officer Tinsley being shot by a no 
gro, they having been informed that 
the warrant upon which the officers 
were acting was issued from this of­ 
fice, led them to believe that 1 could 
give the facts. 
For the benefit of those that can 
to k now, I am giving the 
facts as 
they appear of record in this office. 
On December 22, Leo G. Manos, filed 
a complaint, charging a negro whos- 
name he did not k now, w’ith attempt 
to commit burglary, whereupon I is­ 
sued a “John Doe’’ warrant for th 
negro’s arrest. 
The constable’s of­ 
fice could not ard did not identifv 
any negro filling the description of 
the negro to which the warrant ap­ 
plied. Hence, the warrant was never 
served on anyone. And was never at 
any time out of the constable's juris­ 
diction. 
The warrant was returned 
to this office and is now in the files, 
so you see no one connected to this 
ifice or the constable’s 
office, 
had 
any jurisdiction 
or connection with 
the above 
incident 
wherein Officer 
Tinsley was shot and wounded while 
performing an act which I am sure h< 
thought to he his official duty, from 
the fact he wfas called upon by a high 
er officer, who wras acting « n a pr* 
sumption that has proven to be on 
tirely wrong. 
And Tinsley was not 
aware of the fact is my opinaon. 
However, this ex planation does not 
cure the defects of the official, service, 
neither does it seek to justify this ne­ 
gro in shooting people on the least 
provacation. He should be given pun 
ishment in k eeping with the degree of 
crime committed. 
All men should br 
taught to use legal discretion in dis­ 
charging 
fire arms 
in a congested 
community or place, whereby 
inno­ 
cent people in the discharge of their 
peaceful pursuits are placed in jeop- 
rady of their lives.—Jos. W. Myers, 
Justice of the Peace.

Saying he had vot­ 
ed for the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff 
measure while opposed to many of its 
features, he held that “taking it all 
in all, the farmers had the short end 
of a protective tariff”

must bo a readjustment of the tariff, 
and this is taking definite form 
in 
what is known as the McNary-Haug- 
cm plan”.

They j 
are always solved and the people al­ 
ways win. Their victory may be one 
of terrible loses, but they win. 
The 
great mass of people 
are not like 
dumb oxen as they were a thousand 
years ago. They equalized in France 
135 years ago. They began to equal­ 
ize in England 100 years ago. Quiet­ 
ly, but effectively, they took matters 
into thstrir own hands in Sweden, Den­ 
mark and Norway fifty years ago. 
The people of Holland, who 
are 
really the wisest in Europe, set their 
house in order before any other mod­ 
ern European nation. 
The Holland­ 
ers, never did care much for heredi­ 
tary nobility. It was easy for them 
to put into effect a programme 
of 
same democracy. 
There are some things local 
that 
are worth thinking about this year. 
Our people should cut down fheir cot­ 
on acreage. They should plant more 
things on their places which are fit 
for food. 
Soybeans can solve 
the 
animal food problem for the 
south. 
We had a large acreage of cofton in 
this year. We grew a big crop. Some 
of it brought a good price. The bal­ 
ance of it, because of destruction of 
grade, did not fetch so much. If the 
picking season had remained good the 
large 
first class crop 
would have 
brought a reduced price. 
It will be wise then for our people 
to reduce their acreage and redouble 
their energies on growing something 
instead of buying it from others. Con­ 
servation, in agriculture, in 1926, will 
save us and will prosper us, but if we 
plant everything in sight in cotton 
we w'ill run into trouble. 
It should be a good year for truck­ 
ing. It also should be a year in which 
real estate will become stabilized. 
Nineteen hundred and 
twenty-six 
may be for us a good year if we work 
hard and work (intelligently, but if we 
loaf along and refuse to follow the 
dictates of the best eommonsense we 
will have a little trouble.—Commer­ 
cial Appeal.

Minnesota followed 
with eight, Missouri with seven, Ar­ 
kansas, Mississippi and Georgia, each 
with six and Illinois and Indiana each 
wfith five. 
The St. Louis tornado of 1896, 'the 
speaker believed to have taken

greaatest property toll, with the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar at that 
time taken into consideration.

miles, the meteorologist stated, is the 
longest on record.

TREES THAT HIS 
TORY HAS HONORED 


Trees have'held an important part 
in the history of more than one na­ 
tion, but none more (important 
than 
that of the old Charter Oak in H art­ 
ford, 
Conn., 
just 
at 
the turn of 
Wylly’s Hill, where for many years 
it stood, a familiar sight. 
When at 
last it> was blown down in a severe 
wind storm, in 1856, the loss 
was 
considered a great misfortune. 
It began to make history 
when 
King James appointed 
Sir Edmund 
Andros governor of all the New Eng­ 
land colonies. 
With this arbitrary authority be­ 
hind him Sir Edmund demanded the 
charter of Connecticut ami, at 
the 
head of his 
soldiers, 
marched into 
Hertford to the house where the as­ 
sembly was sitting, 
and demanded 
in the name of the king immediate 
surrneder of the charter. 
The members of the assembly knew 
that it would be treason to resist, but 
some of them already had determined 
never to surrender the charter. While 
they were arguing to gain time 
it 
grew dark. 
Lights were ordered. 
The charter was 
brought in and 
placed on thet lable in sight of all. At 
this moment the lights 
flared 
and 
went out, leaving the room again in 
darkness. 
When 
quickly 
relighted 
the precious charter was gone. 
It was later known that Capt. Jo­ 
seph Wadsworth, in the moment of 
darkness, had snatched the box con­ 
taining the valuable paper and slip­ 
ped outside to the shadow of the 
great oak tree. 
Here he dropped it 
into the hollow of the trunk, where 
it stayed safely 
hidden for 
many 
months. 
August, 1923, marked the passing 
of the Washington elm, the tree next 


in importance to the Charter Oak in 
the nation’s history. 
For 
years 
it 
stood in the public highway by 
the 
common in 
Cambridge, 
Mass. 
In 
i 1775 and 1776 it saw /the gathering 
fo an army as if by magic. 
Near where the tree once stood are 
; old homes used to quarter officers in 
Revolutionary

formed a large part of the territory 
of Arizona and 
New 
Mexico. 
The 
tract was laid out in the shape of a 
parallelogram, 
running 
225 
miles 
east and west and 75 mile« north and 
south. It included all of the city of 
Phoenix, Arizona’s capital, most 
the counties of Maricopa, Pina, Gila. 
Graham and Greenlee and lapped ov 
er to embrace most of Socorro 
and 
Grant courtties in New Mexico, 
just 
missing Silver CÉty, probably by an 
oversight. 
Reavis stated on his adventurous 
career early in life by 
joining the 
Confederate army at the age of 18 
Thereafter he spent a year in Brazil 
where he probably imbibed a smat 
tering of the 
Spanish 
tongue and 
gained an inright into the Castilian 
customs and traditions. 
He returned 
to the United States in 18 65 and be 
came a street car conductor in 
St 
Louis. 
We get fleeting glimpses of 
Him later as a merchant’s clerk in the 
same city and later as a travelin, 
salesman. 
He saved his money and 
dabbled in real estate there and, fin 
ally 
abandoning 
other 
avocations 
followed real estate exclusively. 
Thus he became 
acquainted with 
George W. Willing, who claimde 
to 
possess a vast estate in Arizona. 
Willing introduced 
his new 
friend, 
Reavis, to W. W. Gitt, who had al 
ready obtained notoritey in dubious 
Spanish land grants in the city of St. 
Louis. They showed Reavis two docu 
ments, one being a grant 
of 
1748 
made by the king of Spain to 
Don 
Miguel de Peralta de la Cordoba, for 
three hundred square Spanish leagu 
es, or 1,300,000 acres. This was the 
nucluse of the Peralta grant, which 
Reavis was to expand to 12% million 
acres during the next decade. 
The 
second document, aged, and moro or 
less authentic, was ja deed for 
the 
aforesaid 
square 
Spanish leagues, 
made -in 18 64 by Miguel Peralta 
of 
San Diego County, California, to Mr. 
Willing. 
Reavis was charmed by the pros­ 
pect, and readily consented to aid his 
new friends 
in 
establishing 
the.r 
claim. 
In 18 75 Willing and Reavis 
left for Arizona. 
Reavis went 
on 
alone to San Francisco, to recover a 
deed in blank made some years pre­ 
viously by Willing to secure a trifling 
sum. Willing went direct to Prescott, 
Ariz., and mysteriously died 
there 
the night after his arrival, evidently 
from poisoning. By the -time Reavis 
reached Prescott, has friend Willing 
had been buried, and Reavis was able 
to obtain possession of a gunnysack 
containing the dead man’s effects. In 
this gunnysack were the two deeds. It 
was sad to lose a comrade, but com­ 
forting to inherit informally this vast 
estate. 
Reavis remained in Arizona 
and went to work industriously cm the 
greatest land fraud in our history. 
In 18 8 3 be filed With 
the United 
States surveyor general for Arizona a 
petition asking for approval of the 
Peralta grant, presenting in support 
of his claim the original grant and 
the other deed showing the applicant 
as the owner yb purchase. 
From the filing of 
this 
petition 
Reavis was on the high road to for­ 
tune. 
The next six years 
brought 
ham to the zenith of his career. His 
initial move ait once 
caused 
great 
consternation among the settlers 
of 
New Mexico and Arizona, who saw ait 
once that if 
Rcavis 
perfected his 
claim the government could 
give 
them no title to 
their 
homesteads. 
There was a great rush to the offices 
he established, and a bargaining for 
quit-claim deeds, which 
he 
readily 
sold at good price« . 
He organized three corporations, 
all named Casa Grande Land and Im­ 
provement Company, but incorporat­ 
ed in New Jersey, Wyoming and Ari­ 
zona, and cleaned up through them 
about $ 65,000. 
The Southern Pacific 
rattway paid him $ 50,000 for his quit­ 
claim deed to their rights of way. The 
Silver King Mining Company settled 
for $ 25,000. As near as could be fig- 
uured, after it was all over, Reavfs 
took in aproximately $ 300,000. 
Be­ 
sides this he borrowed great sums on 
his expectations. 
Meanwhile “the baron of Arizona” 
lived at the best hotels in* New York 
and traveled with a retinue of serv­ 
ants. He was wined and dined by the 
elite, and formed lasting friendships 
with such men as Col. Robert G. In- 
gersoll, John W. Mackey, San Fran­ 
cisco millionaire, Charles Conklin, a 
magnate of the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road, Roscoe Conklin, and Henry M. 
Potter, an official 
of the 
American 
Bank Nolfce Company. His magnetism 
and atmosphere of success drew these 
associates to him, and their prestige 
kept him up much longer than 
he 


sustained 
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himself still a babe in arms, he had return­ 
ed to Spain ami been lost at sea. 
Reavis took depositions 
in 
San 
Fracisco of numerous people who had 
known the second baron, 
his wife, 
and knew that the infant, Sofia, was 
the heir of the baron. 
There were 
the depositions of the midwife 
and 
the nurse, the record of bapi sm, and 
the deposition of the innkeeper who 
had been host to the baró n, and of 
the foster parents who had reared 
her. 
The stage was set, everything was 
in order, the case was proven for the 
satisfaction of anyone who wanted to 
read the petition of Reavis and ex­ 
amine his convincing exhibits. 
However, the ease came into the 
hands of Matt G. Reynolds, United 
States attorney for the court of pri­ 
vate land claims. 
Mr. Reynolds had 
been a graduate from Annapolis, had 
served in the navy, and resigned 
to 
study law. As an officer in the navy 
and as an attorney 
he 
had 
never 
shirked hard work. 
He attacked the 
Peralta case with enthusiasm 
and 
worked for many months preparing 
it for trial, engaging competent as 
sistants, and himself making 
more 
than one trip to Spain and goihg also 
to Mexico. 
He found that the original 
Urn 
Migu'd had never been a member of 
the orders of 
the 
Golden 
Fleece, 
Montesa and Charles III. 
The anci­ 
ent records of these orders were sil­ 
ent as to any such illustrious mem­ 
ber. 
He found, too that the will of the 
first baTon was a forgery, and that 
Mr. Reavis had been caught trying 
to insert spurious papers relating to 
•the Peralta grant into the archives at 
Seville, but had escaped 
before the 
officers could arrest him, and was a 
fugitive from justice in that country. 
Reavis had been more successful 
in Guadalajara, Mexico, but the rec­ 
ords he had been able to alter and in­ 
sert there were discovered to be for­ 
geries by handwriting experts. 
The 
cédulas were in folios, and in some 
cases words, names and 
dates 
had 
been erased and others written over 
them. 
Several cédulas 
had 
whole 
pages inserted which did not belong 
there. 
Some of the 
raw 
material 
was even in poor Spanish! 
The witnesses wrho had made depo­ 
sitions in San Francisco, as to the 
babyhood and parentage of fair So­ 
fia were al) found ¡to have been per­ 
jurers and suborned. 
They had been 
prdouced in a law office on 
Market 
Street by a man who had previously 
rehearsed them carefully in their re­ 
spective parts, ami who had a con­ 
tract with Reavis for the compensa­ 
tion of $ 50,000, payable 
after 
the 
case was won. 
The court 
unanimously 
rejected 
the Peralta grant. 
Reavis was ar­ 
rested. indicted for conspiracy to de­ 
fraud the United States, and after a 
long trial was convicted and sent to 
the penitentiary. 
At his criminal trial Reavis took 
the stand and testified 
for several 
days, giving intimate details of his 
long, adventurous and ill-starred life, 
Mrs. Reavis also testified, but final­ 
ly broke down on cross-examination. 
The burden of telling her story con­ 
cisely was too much for her. 
As Atomey General Harmon said: 
“This case is remarkable as probably 
the greatest fraud 
ever 
attempted 
against a government 
in 
its 
own 
courts”.—K. C. Star.

alo ne. 
A trip was made to Guadalajara, 
Mexico in 18 8 1. In 18 8 3 he went there 
again, and in 18 8 6 Reavis sailed for 
Spain where 
he 
remained a 
solid 
year gathering “proofs” for his great 
claim. 
The first setback 
came 
in 
18 8 9 
when Royal A. 
Johnson., 
surveyor 
general, who had investigated Reavis 
petition for ihe government filed an 
adverse report in which he 
branded 
the grants and deeds of the fortune 
hunter as forgeries. 
It was at this 
crisis th at Reavis showed 
how 
re 
sourceful he was. 
When he saw he 
was to fail in acquiring the vast Per­ 
alta grant by right of purchase 
he 
decided to inherit it, and discovered 
the sole heir to the property right in 
his own family,—in fact, that he was 
married to her. 
Remember, the Peralt agrant mo­ 
destly embraced the best part of Ati 
zona, and some of New Mexico, that 
it was three times as big as Massa 
chusetts, and worth in excess of 101 
million dollars. 
Such an estate** wras 
worth working for. 
And Reavis proceeded to work. He 
gave over forging chains of title, and 
began providing himself with a c m- 
plete set of ancestors. 
He did a re­ 
markably clever job. 
Johnson filed his adverse report in 
18 8 9. In 18 90, James Addison Reav- 
is filed a suit against 
the 
United 
States in the count of claims at Wash- 
ngton for the recovery of the proper­ 
ty and for 10 million dollars damag­ 
es for the land which the government 
had disposed of out of his 
Peralta 
grant. The bans of his suit was that 
he was married to the great-grand­ 
daughter of Don Miguel, the original 
grantee, whom he gallantly referred 
to as a grandee of Spain, knight of 
he Redlands, baron of Arizona, gen­ 
tleman of the king’s chamber 
with 
privileged entrance captain of drag­ 
oons, aid-de-camp and ensign of the 
royal house and knight of the mili­ 
tary order of the Golden Fleece, of 
St. Mary’s of Montesa, of the Royal 
and Distinguished Order of Charles 
III and of the insdgnda and fellowship 
f the Royal College of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. 
Such an imposing flock 
of titles 
could not but carry awe in the new 
world, even in the present day, and 
without a doubt “Jimmy” Reavis, ex­ 
street car conductor from St. Louis, 
was entitled to use every one of them 
by inheritance, but he modestly call­ 
ed himself “the baron of Arizona” 
and let it go at that. 
Years later he told on the witness 
stand how, in 18 77, he met a young 
lady on a train near Sacramento, and, 
pleased with her appearance, 
made 
her acquaintance, and was astonish­ 
ed to find she was the heir to the Per­ 
alta grant to which he was then mak­ 
ing claim under the right of purchase. 
She became his common law wife in 
18 8 2. 
She was the daughter of 
a 
California pioneer named Alfred 
E. 
Sherwood, who had lived for a time 
with her mother, an Indian 
woman. 
She was, therefore, a half-breed, but 
soon after her alliance with Reavis, 
she began bearing 
the 
astounding 
name of Dona Sofia Loreto Micaela 
de Peralta reavis, nee Maso Silva de 
Paralta de la Cordoba. She had trav- 
elde for a time in the Reavis entour­ 
age as his ward, but once, about 18 8 9. 
n Spain, Reavis went before an of­ 
ficial of the American 
legation and 
swore ¡that she was his wife by civil 
contract entered into about 18 8 2. 
On his trial he was unable to ac­ 
count for the fact that he had taken 
out a marriage license to wed anoth­ 
er young woman of Southern Califor­ 
nia in 18 8 4. 
When confronted with 
this record he was incoherent in his 
explanations. 
But at any rate Mrs. Reavis was a 
live heir, authentic or otherwise, and 
it only remained to connect her with 
the old don who had originally acquir­ 
ed the grant. 
Reavis soon produced 
sufficient documentary 
evidence 
to 
establish the connection overwhelm­ 
ingly. 
He named 
her 
intervening 
ancestors with great fluency, gave 
them a background of intimate de­ 
tails that were convincing, ami even 
supplied numerous oil paintings 
of 
each'and every one of them. 
According to his tale the original 
Don Miguel had been Appointed a roy­ 
al inspector by Phillip V in 1742, and 
sent to the New World on a confiden­ 
tial mission. So well did Don Miguel 
attend to has investigation that when 
he returned to Spain in 
1748 , 
the 
king rewarded him with the Peralta 
grant by royal eedula. “Jimmy” fur­ 
nished certified copies of it, 
taken 
from the archives in Madrid and Se­ 
ville. There were also papers 
filed 
in the last century in 
Quadalajara, 
Mexico, and certified copies of these 
were produced, the originals 
being 
said to be engrossed dn Spanish on 
faded parchment with dangling seals 
attached. 
The first baron had died, but a will 
duly recorded in the no tarial archiv es 
The first white woman to enter the

R. H. Hoy, a Confederate veteran, 
of Hickman County, Ky., was one of i 
the participants in the placing of the 
huge chain across the Mississippi riv­ 
er between Belmont and Columbus in 
1861. 
A part of the chain, a huge af 
fair, with links several 
inches 
in 
length, and each link weighing about 
19 pounds, was recently revealed 
by 
4 he caving of n bluff 
at 
Columbus 
and together with the anchor which 
fastened it to the Kentucky shore, is 
fllr»w on display at Columbus, 
According to Mr. Hoy, on Christ­ 
mas day, 64 years .ago, he helped dig 
the ditch at Columbus on the 
bluff 
where 
the 
huge 
anchor and chain 
were made font. 
Columbus was then 
an important Confederate fort, with 
20,006 troops. 
Th*» huge anchor was 
hauled to the bluff by eight head of 
oxen, and it was a big job to handl«» 
t and the chain, which was swung 
from th«» bluff to the Missouri shore 
to «top Federal gunboats from going 
down the river. 
Mr. lloy also remembers the evac­ 
uation of Columbus by the Conf«*der- 
ate army' following the fall of Forts 
Donaldson 
and 
Henry'. 
When 
the 
forts were abandoned, the Confeder­ 
ates had several large cannon which 
they wore unable to take with them, 
so they put them 
on 
a barge 
nnd 
dump«»«! them in the middle of the riv­ 
er. 
One of the old cannon from the 
fort is mounted at the ferry landing 
at Columbus. 
Another exploded dur­ 
ing the battle of Belmont nnd killed 
several Confederate soldiers. 
Mr. Hoy was a member of 
Com­ 
pany K., 5th Tennessee Regiment, un­ 
der Brigadier General Cheatham. Out 
of that company of 118 men, accord­ 
ing to the Hickman County Gazette, 
only one man besides Hoy 
survives 
today.—Charleston Courier.

alone to San Francisco, to recover a 
deed in blank made some years pre­ 
viously by Willing to secure a trifling 
sum. Willing went direct to Prescott, 
Ariz., and mysteriously died 
there 
the night after his arrival, evidently 
from poisoning. 
By the time Reavis 
reached Prescott, his friend Willing 
bad been buried, and Reavis was able 
tx> obtain possession of a gunny sack 
containing the dead man’s effects. In 
this gunny sack were the two deeds. It 
was sad to lose a comrade, but com­ 
forting to inherit informally this vast 
esrtate. 
Reavis remained in Arizona 
and went to work industriously on the 
greatest land fraud in our history. 
In 1883 he filed witth 
the United 
States surveyor general for Arizona a 
petition asking for approval of the 
Peralta grant, presenting in support 
of hia claim the original grant and 
the other deed showing the applicant 
as the ow'ner yb purchase. 
From the filing of 
this 
petition 
Reavis was on the high road to for­ 
tune. 
The next 
six years 
brought 
him to the zenith of his career. 
His 
initial move at once' caused 
great 
consternation among the settlers 
of 
New Mexico and Arizona, who saw at 
once 
that if 
Reav:s 
perfected his 
claim 
the 
government could 
give 
them no title to 
their 
homesteads. 
There was a great rush to the offices 
he established, and a bargaining for 
quit-claim deeds, which 
he 
readily 
sold at good prices. 
He organized 
three corporations, 
all named Casa Grande Land and Im­ 
provement Company, but incorporat­ 
ed in New' Jersey, Wyoming and A ri­ 
zona, and cleaned up through 
them 
about $65,000. 
The Southern Pacific 
railway paid him $50,000 for his quit­ 
claim deed to their rights of w-ay. The 
Silver King Mining Company settled 
for $25,000. As near as could be fig- 
uured, after it was all over, Reavis 
book in aproximately 
$300,000. 
Be­ 
sides this he borrowed great sums on 
his expectations. 
Meanwhile “the baron of Arizona” 
lived at the best hotels in* New York 
and traveled with a retinue of serv­ 
ants. He was wined and dined by the 
elite, and formed lasting friendships 
with such men as Col. Robert G. In 
gersoll, John W. Mackey, San Fran 
cisco millionaire, Charles Conklin, i 
magnate of the Southern Pacific rail 
road, Roscoe Conklin, and Henry 
M. 
Potter, an official 
of the 
American 
Bank Note Company. His magnetism 
and atmosphere of success drewr these 
associates to him, and their prestige 
kept him up much longer than 
he 
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could have ever 
sustained 
himself, 
alone. 
A trip was made bo 
Guadalajara, 
Mexico in 1881. In 1883 he went there 
again, and in 1886 Reavis sailed for 
Spain where 
he 
remained a 
solid 
year gathering "proofs” for his great 
claim. 
The first setback 
came 
in 
1889 
when Royal A. 
Johnson, 
surveyor 
general, who had investigated Reavis’ 
petition for the government filed an 
adverse report in which he 
branded 
the grants and deed*» of the fortune 
hunter as forgeries. 
It wag at this 
crisis th at Reavis showed 
how- 
re­ 
sourceful he was. 
When he saw he 
was to fail in acquiring the vast Per­ 
alta grant by right of purchase 
he 
decided to inherit itt, and 
discovered 
the sole heir ito the property right in 
his own family,—<in fact, that he was 
married to her. 
Remember, the Peralt »grant mo­ 
destly embraced the best part of Ari­ 
zona, and some of New Mexico, that 
kt was three times a* big as Massa­ 
chusetts, and worth in excess of 107 
million dollars. 
Such an estate* was 
worth working for. 
And Reavis proceeded to work. He 
gave over forging chains of title, and 
began providing himself with a c ni- 
plcte set of ancestors. 
He did e re­ 
markably clever job. 
Johnson filed his adverse report in 
1889. 
In 1890, Jam es Addison Reav­ 
is filed a suit against 
the 
United 
States in (the court of claims at Wash­ 
ington for the recovery of the proper­ 
ty ami for 10 million dollars damag­ 
es for the land which the government 
had disposed of out of his 
P eralta! 
grant. The basis of his suit was that 
he was married to the great-grand­ 
daughter of Don Miguel, the original 
grantee, whom he gallantly referred 
to as a grandee of Spain, knight of 
the Redlands, baron of Arizona, gen­ 
tleman of the king’s chamber 
with 
privileged entrance captain of drag­ 
oons, aid-de-camp and ensign of the 
royal house and knight of the mili­ 
tary order of the Golden Fleece, of 
St. Mary’s of Montesa, of the Royal 
and Distinguished Order of Charles 
III and of the insignia and fellowship 
f the Royal College of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. 
Such an imposing flock 
of titles 
could not but carry aw«* in the 
new 
world, even in the present day, and 
without a doubt “Jimmy” Reavis, ex­ 
street car conductor from St. Louis, 
was entitled to use every one of them 
by inheritance, hut he modestly call­ 
ed himself “the baron 
of 
Arizona” 
and let it go at that. 
Years later he told on the witness 
stand how, in 1877, he met a 
young 
lady on a train near Sacramento, and, 
pleased with her appearance, 
made 
her acquaintance, and was astonish 
od to find she w'as the heir bo the Per 
aita grant to which he was then mak­ 
ing claim under the right of purchase. 
She became his common law wife in 
1882. 
She was the daughter of 
a 
California pioneer named Alfred 
E. 
Sherwood, w-ho had lived for a time 
witth her mother, an Indian 
woman. 
She w-as, therefore, a half-breed, but 
soon after her alliance with Rea via, 
she began bearing 
the 
astounding 
name of Dona Sofia Loreto Micaela 
de Peraltareavis, nee Maso Silva 
de 
Ruralta de la Cordoba. She had trav- 
eldo for a time in the Reavis entour­ 
age as his war«!, but once, about 1889. 
n Spain, Reavis went before an of­ 
ficial of the American 
legation and 
swore that she w’as his wife by civil 
contract entered into about 1882. 
On his trial he w'as unable to 
ac­ 
count for the fact that he had taken 
out a marriage license to wed anoth­ 
er young woman of Southern Califor­ 
nia in 1884. 
When confronted with 
this record he was incoherent in his 
explanations. 
But at any rate Mrs. Reavis was a 
live heir, authentic or otherwise, and 
it only remained <to connect Imr with 
the old don who had originally acquir­ 
ed the grant. 
Reavis soon produced 
sufficient documentary 
evidence 
to 
establish the connection overwhelm­ 
ingly. 
He named 
her 
intervening 
ancestors with 
great 
fluency, gave 
them a background of 
intimate 
de­ 
tails that were convincing, and even 
supplied numerous oil paintings 
of 
each -and every one of them. 
According to his tale the original 
Don Miguel had been hppointed a roy­ 
al inspector by Phillip V in 1742, and 
sent to the New World on a confiden­ 
tial mission. So well did Don Miguel 
attend to his investigation that when 
he returned to Spain in 
1748, 
the 
king rewarded him with the Peralta 
grant by royal cedula. “Jimmy” fur­ 
nished certified copies of it, 
taken 
from the a it hives in Madrid and Se­ 
ville. 
There were also papers 
filed 
in the last century in 
Quadalajara, 
Mexico, and certified copies of these 
were produced, the originals 
being 
said to be engrossed in Spanish on 
faded parchment with dangling seals 
attached. 
The first baron had died, but a will 
duly recorded in the notarial archives 
at Madrid, devised the property 
to 
his son, the second “baron of 
Ari­ 
zona”, who had come to America to 
view his vast possessions. 
He had 


still a babe in arms, he had return­ 
ed to Spain and been lost at sea. 
lleavis took depositions 
in 
San 
Fracisco of numerous people who had 
known the second baron, 
his wife, 
and knew that the infant, Sofia, was 
the heir of the baron. 
There were 
the depositions of tin* midwife 
and 
the nurse, the record of bapt sm, and 
the deposition of the innkeeper who 
had been host to the baron, ami of 
the foster parents who had reared 
her. 
The stage W’as set, everything was 
in order, the case was proven for the 
sattisfaction of anyone who wanted to 
read the petition of Reavis and ex­ 
amine his convincing exhibits. 
However, the case came into the 
hands of Matt G. Reynolds, United 
States attorney for the court of pri­ 
vate land claims. 
Mr. Reynolds had 
been a graduate from Annapolis, had 
served In the navy, and resigned 
bo 
Study law. 
A* an officer in the navy 
and as an attorney 
he 
had 
never 
shirked hard work. 
He attacked th* 
Peralta case with enthusiasm 
and 
worked for many months preparing 
it for trial, engaging competent as­ 
sistants, and himself making 
more 
than one trip to Spain and going also 
to Mexico. 
He found that the original 
Don 
Migu**l hail never been a memlier of 
the orders of 
the 
Golden 
Fleece, 
Montesa ami Charles III. 
The anci­ 
ent records of these orders were sil­ 
ent as to any such illustrious mem­ 
ber. 
He found, too that the will of the 
first baron was a forgery, and that 
Mr. Reavis had been caught trying 
*to insert spurious papers relating to 
the Peralta grant into the archives at 
Seville, but had escaped 
before the 
iffioers could arrest him, and was a 
fugitive from justice in that country. 
Reavis had been more successful 
in Guadalajara, Mexico, but the rec­ 
ords he had been able to alter and in­ 
sert there were discovered to be for­ 
geries by handwriting experts. 
The 
cedulas were in folios, and in some 
cases wrords, names and 
dates 
had 
been erased ami others W’ritten over 
them. 
Several cedulas 
had 
whole 
pages inserted which did not belong 
there. 
Some of the 
raw 
material 
was even in poor Spanish! 
The witnesses who had made depo­ 
sitions in San Francisco, as to the 
babyhood and parentage of fair So­ 
fia were all found to have been per­ 
jurers und suborned. 
They bad been 
prdouced in a law office on 
Market 
Street by a man who had previously 
rehearsed them carefully in their re­ 
spective parts, ami who had a con 
tract with Reavis for the compensa­ 
tion of $50,000, payable 
after 
th« 
case w-as w'on. 
The court 
unanimously 
rejected 
the Peralta grant. 
Reavis was ar­ 
rested. indicted for conspiracy to de­ 
fraud the United States, and after a 
long trial was convicted and sent to 
the penitentiary. 
At his criminal trial Reavis took 
th«* stand and testified 
for several 
days, giving intimate details of his 
long, adventurous and ill-starred life, 
Mrs. Reavis also testified, but final­ 
ly broke down on cross-examination. 
The burden of telling her story con­ 
cisely was too much for her. 
As Atorney General Harmon said: 
“This case is remarkable as probably 
the greatest fraud 
ever 
attempted 
against a government 
in 
its 
own 
courts”.—K. C. Star.
